REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
The Applicant argues that Deno in view of Bennet fails to disclose and/or teach a means of determining a product of RF and PR 
varaibles in order to control PESP stimulation in regards to to Bennett's discloser pertaining to the control of PESP stimulation 
based on CSI and CPI. The Examiner disagrees and further points out that Bennet et al. teaches a method and an apparatus 
used for enhancing and/or optimizing cardiac performance by way of implementing PESP stimulation, wherein said stimulation is 
controlled by measured parameters, such as the measured cardiac stress index (CSI) and the cardiac performance index (CPI), 
in which are analogous to the claimed PR and RF, wherein an optimization algorithm furhter utilizes a function of said CSI and 
CPI variables in order to control the PESP stimulation by way of further controlling an escape beat interval (e.g., Bennet, 'EBI', col 
10, In 41-62). The Examiner further notes that it is well known to those of ordinary skill that said algorithm may utilize a product of 
the CSI and CPI variable in order to provide the disclosed function of said variable used to control the PESP stimulation therefore 
providing the means of calculating a product of RF and PR and determining an optimal ESI that corresponds to said product, as 
is instantly claimed, in order to optimize and/or enhance cardiac performance by way of controlling PESP stimulation based on a 
function of a first and a second physiological variable measured from a patient [e.g., Bennet (col 5, In 57-65), (col 7, In 44-68Hcol 
8, In 1-21) & (col 18, In 1-42)1.
